At a meeting- of [lie National Woman's Sufi"rage. Associa- 


tion in Washington a few clays ago.a resolution was passed 
calling upon the United Slates Senate for the immediate pas- 
sage of (he suffrage 'amendment "in recognition of ihe services 
rendered by the women.-of the country during the war."

number of speakers'dwelt upon the efforts of 
American 


women iii support bfVt'lk'country's fighting forces. 
It was 


recalled thai a pledge of loyally and service was given by (he 
association (o the government when if entered the war, and 
it was said the pledge had been faithfully kept, which is true. 


But is it not in poor taste to'ask'for the passage of such an 


amendment.as a reward for services rendered? 
Those ser- 


vices were supposed to be prompted by patriotism, and the 
services of women were by no means confined lo members of 
the Suffrage Association. Thousands of anti-suffragists ren- 
dered as loyal service as the suffragists di eland have as good a 
right to ask (he Senate lo lurn down suffrage as the reward for 
their efforts as (he suffragists-have to demand Ihe passage of 
the amendment in recognition of (he work they performed. 


And-this brings us to lhe;poinl at issue, which is lhal the 


question oT .woman's suffefYigc should be .dealt wilh on its 
merils^andlhal Ihe amendment should neither be passed nor 
defeated as a'~"reward" to aybody. AH patriotic people, both 
men and women,'did their full duty in the war, and a sorry
